Earle said that 
tile m anu­ 
script is one of four copies in 
Lincoln's handwriting. 
The 
original, said 
the Governor, 
never has been found.

ers Tuesday morning. The bid was 
$1,653.83. 
Other bids ranged up to 
$2,115.67. 
W ith J. W alter Kugler, county su­ 
perintendent of highways, the com ­ 
missioners visited the Mt. Hope road 
where W.P.A. employes have finish­ 
ed the building of a base course for 
about a mile west of the O rrtanna 
road.

Rome 
March 30 (A P )—Premier 
Mussolini today called on the Italian 
l>eople to meet the menace of aerial 
warfare by moving from big cities 
into small towns, villages and the 
countryside. 
- Before a crowded, intent, senate, 
II Duce told of Italy’s readiness for 
war in a speech broadcast to all 
Italy and many countries abroad. 
He lauded Italy’s war-m aking pow­ 
er, asserting the nation could “com­ 
pletely mobilize in a short time a 
number of units greater th an that 
engaged in the battle of Vittorio 
Veneto"—Italy’s World war victory 
in which 57 divisions fought. 
He warned his Fascist followers, 
however, this m ust not lull them 
to sleep. 
“Precisely because much has been 
done, it is necessary to tell ourselves 
th a t still more rem ains to be done 
and that we shall do it. whatever 
the cost,” he declared. He spoke for 
forty minutes. 
Calling for em igration from the 
cities, ll Duce said: 
’’From this moment I say that all 
of those who can organize their ex­ 
istences in small towns, in villages 
and the countryside would do well 
not to wait until tile twelfth hour. 
Tri case of war everything which 
prevents mobilization (such as civil­ 
ian movements from the cities, might 
be prohibited. 
So much the worse, 
then, for those who have not fore­ 
seen this and are late. 
‘W ar from tile sky is destined to 
' assume an even greater importance 
in tomorrow's war." 
By arming further, at whatever 
cost, Mussolini said, “we intend to 
assure general peace, but above all 
our peace.” ’ 
He continued: 
”We reject illusions and Utopias, 
and for this reason we left the shop 
that sells them, in Geneva. 
“That which has always counted 
and still counts among peoples is 
their war-making ability,” 
He recalled 
that 
Napoleon once 
said tin* italians would become one 
day tile world’s best soldiers. 
“T hat's what we want,” lie declared. 
“We desire that NajxMoon’s predic­ 
tion will become 
a 
Fascist 
and 
Roman reality of our time.” 
This brought the 400 black-shirted 
senators to their feet, cheering. They 
had greeted 
him with 
shouts of 
"Duce! Duce!" as lit' strode into lite 
senate to speak. 
United States Ambassador William 
Phillips was among the diplomats 
crowding the galleries.

Senate finance committee designed 
a new tax lever today lo prod loose 
billions in frozen capital. 
Members 
approved and wrote into final form 
an am endm ent to encourage the 
liquidation of personal holding com­ 
panies. 
C hairm an Harrison O -M iss) of 
the committee, estimated th at be­ 
tween $2,000,000,000 and $4,000,000,- 
000 now is locked up in such com­ 
panies. 
II they are encouraged to liquidate, 
he said, this money would flow into 
business and trade, giving new sup­ 
port to the sagging economic struc­ 
ture. 
Under the proposed am endm ent to 
the 
House-approved revenue 
bill, 
stockholders could pay in four a n ­ 
nual installm ents the capital gains 
levy on gains realized from corpora­ 
tion liquidations. 
At present, the 
taxes must be paid in three install­ 
ments, 
Harrison said the proposed change 
would make tax payment easier and 
would 
stim ulate 
liquidation. 
Al­ 
though the am endm ent would apply 
to all corporation liquidations, he 
said it would affect personal holding 
companies chiefly. 
Profits Tax Eliminated 
Previously, 
the 
committee 
has 
sought to encourage business by 
elim inating the undistributed profits 
tax 
and 
overhauling the 
capital 
gains tax included in the house bill. 
The committee also considered to­ 
day methods of giving even further 
impetus to the liquidation of utility 
holding companies. 
It heard sug­ 
gestions from Chairm an William O. 
Douglas, of the Securities commis­ 
sion. 
Some informed persons said the 
committee would consider elim inat­ 
ing capital gains taxes on gains real­ 
ig n by shareholders from utility 
holding company liquidations. 
At present, they said, the levies 
tend to discourage liquidations.

Tuesday night, the committee went 
along with adm inistration recom­ 
m endations to strike out House- 
approved excise levies of six cents 
a pound on imported pork products 
and three cents a pound on fresh 
imported pork. 
The committee vote against the 
levies was 17 to 4, but Senator Cap­ 
per (R -K ani said he would seek to 
have them re-inserted on the Senate 
floor. 
Favors Publicity for Salaries 
The committee also declined, 14 
to 7, to approve an adm inistration - 
opposed proposal to levy a 3-cent- 
a-pound tax on imjjorted canned 
beef. 
The Senate committee accepted 
the House decision to wipe out pres­ 
ent “nuisance” levies on toilet pre- . 
parations, cameras and lenses, fu rs,1 
sporting 
goods 
and 
phonograph 
records. 
It also approved a House 
provision eliminating the so-called j 
"hot oil” taxes on the production of 
crude petroleum and the refining 
of petroleum. 
House elim ination of the excise1 
tax on chewing gum was rejected, 
however. 
Harrison estim ated

Philadelphia, March 30 (AP)—A 
legislative commission and a special 
grand jury joined forces today to in­ 
vestigate testimony that a gambling 
and narcotics ring operated in the 
Holmsburg prison. 
Tile Ruth commission, created by 
the 1937 Legislature to investigate 
judicial procedure in Pennsylvania. 
turned over to a special October 
grand jury a 270-page file of infor­ 
mation it amassed during a four- 
months’ inquiry into conditions at 
the Philadelphia county prison. 
The grand jury has been at work 
since last fall behind closed doors 
making an intensive survey of crime 
and vice within the city.

U. S. PROTESTS 
TO MEXICO ON 
OIL SEIZURES 


Mexico City, March 30 (AP)—Pres­ 
ident Cargenas. summoning an “ur­ 
gent'' session of Congress to help him, 
volt by a segment of labor, and a vig­ 
orous United States protest against 
expropriation of the $400,000,00 oil 
industry. 
The American protest was lire,sent- f 
cd to the foreign ministry Tuesday 
by Ambassador Josephus Daniels, 
and a high Mexican official indicated 
it was an energetic note demanding 
explanation how Mexico intended to 
pay for the 17 American and British 
oil properties. 
The indications of labor dissatis­ 
faction came from Carlos Flores, la­ 
bor department inspector in Tam ­ 
pico and member of the powerful 
union there which controls 6.000 ex- 
employes of the Aguila (Royal Dutch 
shell* company. 
The government ‘‘took advantage 
of labor-capital conflict to create in­ 
ternational )x>litica! conflict” by the 
expropriation, Flores charged. 
Asserting lie spoke for other mem­ 
bers cl his union. Flore: contradict­ 
ed assertions by union headquarters 
in Mexico City that all was peaceful 
among the workers. 
The Tampico 
union ousted a capital-approved ad­ 
ministrative council, demanded wage 
increases and other benefits. 
Tampico reports said every storage 
tank there was filled with oil because 
|of the Jack of foreign markets cre­ 
ated by expropriation of the com­ 
panies March 17. 
Asphalt, packing, shipping, marine 
and other departments of all ship­ 
ping terminals 
were closed, and 
nearly 3,000 part-time workers were 
rec lased. 
A permanent commission of con­ 
gress was to meet late today to set 
a date tor the congressional session, 
probably early in April. 
Cardenas’ request for the session 
was coupled with a list of bills to be

High among 
them 
was one for 
modification of import and export 
duties, increased as much as 500 per 
cent in January to the concern ol 
the United States. 
It was perhaps significant 
that 
Cardenas asked for tariff revision 
just after Ambassador Daniels’ pro­ 
test to 
Foreign Minister Eduardo 
Hay. 
Daniels protested the expropria­ 
tion on his first visit and expressed 
United States Secretary of State 
Hulls view of the “seriousness" of A 
the situation.
